Haufax. N. S., March 2.— A special

ly 900 ttras are lost On Saturday MO 
men went out seining fn in the shore of 
Trinity bay. A terrible atorm sprung 
np and the thermometer dropp^ to 
aero. 

The men con Id not reach any port of 
refuge; they had no extra clothea nor 
any food with them. Boom were blown 
to sea, others got on to the ice and per- 
ished from cold and exposure, while 
others died in their boats. Seventeen 
were rescued by boats wl\ith went to 
their assistance from Heart's Ck>nteut 
and were found frost-bitten and terribly 
exhan^ted. Some died betON they 
could be taken ashore. 

Thirteen bodies were found frosen in 
their boats which were covered with 
ice and hnrl to be out out. It was a 
ghastly piece of business. Ice steamers 
are still looking foi missing men. Most 
of those who were lo.st were fathers of 
families. There is great lamentation 
along the shorea of Trinity b^y. The 
legislature baa adjonmed as a aiark of 

sympathy. 

STORM I N TH E EAST. 
Great Dnmnga Dona Alonf tho Atlantic 

New Yokk, March 2. — March was 
ushered in by a howling wind. A gust 
of rain in the morning, which was 
neither lamblike nor leonine, but Oefore 
the month was a half hour old the east 
wind rose to do it lionor, and all itH gen- 
tle tendencies vanished into the damp 
night air. 

At 1 o'clock the winds began to whistle 
Ehrilly overhead and from that hour on 
there was no longer anv doubt about it. 
March watt coming in like a full grown 
lion. The rain kept fallins for two or 
three hours, then it tamea into sleet. 
Half an hour' later snow fl||ke8 began to 
fall and when dity broke an the thorough- 
fares ind all niuroada were ettameiled 
with white. 

A little, later the snow flakes tnmed 
into sleet, which caused the streets to be 
covered with a thick slush, makitig the 
walking very disagreeabU for pedee- 
trians. 

The storm extends a oonsiderable dis- 
tance along the Atlantic coast. Consid- 
erable damage is reported at various 
points, and telegraiA lines are down in 
many directions.

No work has been oboe to- 
wards saving the veMel or cargo, and 
the wrecking steamers North Aminiea 
and Tamesi made harbor at Nwfelk 
during the late gales. 

Damac* Dona at Atlantic Hlgblanda. 

Atlantic HioHLANDe, N. J.. March 
2. — A large steamer is reported to be 
wrecked between Sandy Hook and Sea- 
bright, with loss of life attended. The 
high tides, submerged roads and mead- 
ows berk and cast some wrednge on 
the bea6h. A 14r|e stretch of new rail- 
road between here' and the lower high- 
lands was washed into .the bay. and a 
large steam pile irtHt at the end of the 
riulroad wharf was capsized and sunk. 

Heavy Snowfall In PtnnaylvMUa.

Bs ia popular with the 
strikers. 

Steele was tme to his promise, for yes- 
terday, for t he first time in ten days, ex- 
cept one day when a few disastrous 
tnps with police assistance were made, 
street cars * ?re running. He has onlv 
po6ses«ion of one stable, however, as all 
the other barns except the Pennsylvania 
street have been securely locked and 
ban-ed by the company. 

As the company is perfectly solvent, 
tlie ap) (ointment of a receiver hixs caused 
not a little surprise. This, of course, 
has been construed as a partial victory 
for the strikers, and it was celebrated by 
orgJiiiized labor in a street parade of oOO 
or 600 men headed by a brass band. 

Receiver Steele has only seven cars on 
theKtroetfl without change of mules. 
TliHse carry flags and are othexwiae dec- 
orated. , 

Fronzel hds prepared injunction papers 
against Steele, and the latter has swom 
out a warrant for Frensel's arrest on the 
charge of contempt of mirt.

The confession of Lutie Gray Sunday 
giving the details of the killing of Simon 
Travis in Snpteinbor, 1890, has greatly 
aroused the colored people of this city, 
especially the friends and relativee ot the 
dead man and of those aedvaed of the 
dastardly crime. 

If her story is true, Charles Oantx 
Ilirnm Stewart and John Marshall com- 
mitted a cold-blooded murder, and de- 
serve the limit of the law. But Marshall is 
law prnof now, as he cBU plead*' former 
trail and acquittal." 

Ganta, however, never figured much 
in the case until the Gray wnmian con- 
fessed. He was taken into custody the 
morning after the murder, but there was 
so little proof against him that he was 
released without even a preliminary 
hearing. The Gray woman now nays ho 
ir the one who gave Travis the death 
wound. 

Some circiiiiistantiiil evidence stron^'ly 
corroborating Lutie Gray's account of the 
murder has been obtatiMd. Some of the 
friends of Stewart and OantB claim that 
she was not with the party on the night 
of the killing. When told of this she in- 
sisted that she wa.s, and said she conld 
point out the spot where the body was 
left on the 0. and O. traok and also the 
place where the murder was committed. 

She was given an opportunity to do 
this on Monday. Accompanied by Mar- 
shal Hefiin and Deputy Marshal Craw- 
ford she went down to the West End. 
Crossing over to the C. and O. she pro- 
ceeded down the track until she came 
within atibut two feet ofthe plaee where 
Travii' mangled remains were found. 
Then pausing she remarked to the offi- 
cers, "Here's where they left him." 

Captain Tleflin then told her to point 
out the spot where Travis was killed. 
She continued on down the railroad to a 
point near the west line of Mr. A. J. Mc- 
Dougle's property, and pausing again she 
remarked, "It was just about here 
where he was killed." To test her and 
see whether she would change her mind, 
Captain Hefiin told her she was mis- 
taken. She insisted she was not. The 
officer again told her she was mistaken. 
She still insisted that that was the place, 
although she admitted finally that she 
might be mistaken. Captain Hefiin then 
asked her to point out the exact spot as 
near as she could remember. She walk- 
ed down below the treiek several feet and 
said that was where Travis wiw killed. 

It is remembered that on the morning 
after the murder, spots of blood and blood- 

bcHpattercd peMiles were found along 
the railroad tr:i( k. These blood marks 
were traced down the railroad to the 
point where Lutie Gray now says the 
kiiling was done, and the grass and 
weeds several fec^t below the track at 
that point showed evidences on the 
morning in question that a scuffle or 
struggle had occured there the night l)e- 
fore. A pool of blood was also'found on 
this grass spot the morning after the 
murder. Captain Ileflin huvh the women 
stopped almost on the identical spot 
where this pool of blood wee found. 

Lutie Gray says the party started to 
throw the body in the river a short 
distance this side of where Travis was 
killed, and that some one called to them 
not to "throw that hog in there." Par- 
ties, who reside in the vicinity say a 
family or junk boat was moortd to the 
shore at that point on the night of the 
murder. 

A witness has been found who saw the 
party as they went down to the dance on 
the night in question, and he says Lutie 
Gray was in the crowd. He identified 
her Monday, as soon as saw her, as one 
of the "party. 

Other evidence will be ofiered at the 
trial that will corroborate the women in 
one of her iiioHt important statements, 
and prove almost beyond a doubt that 
she wee present at the time Travis was 
foully murdeied. 

The case against Gantz and Stewart 
was called again this morning before 
' Judge Phiater Rtid continued until Friday 
morning at 10 o'clock.
